A Good Cider PrCHerrntlve. 


Calcium sulphite (sulphite of lime) 


is now being largely used by profes- 
sional cider makers to prevent fer- 
mentation !n cider. About one-eighth 
to one-qnarter of sn ounce of the sul- 
phite Is required for one gallon of el- 
der, says The Practical "Pnsgslst. It 
should first be dissolved ;in a small 
quantity of cider, then added to the 
bnlk and the whole agitated until thor- 
oughly raised.

and the history of the Fort Recovery' 
battle-ground, Mr. Gordon said: 


"The object is a most worthy one 


and should receive the consideration 
and approval of the national body. 
The battle -whie'ii this proposer! monu- 
ment is to commemmorate occurred on 
the morning of November 4, 1791, at 
a point in. Mercer county, Ohio,.on a 
branch, .of the Wabash, river-near-.the 
Olsio and Indiana state line, where 
now iE.loc-atert a villagc of 3,000 people, 
that bears .the name of the old fort 
Nothing else- other than Use village' 
stands to mark the place where an 
army of 1,500. men, under General St. 
Glair, was almost annihilated. 


"The battle-ground was the scene of 


the termination of the Indian wars of 
the Xorth\vest Territory, and for this 
reason alone deserves due recogni- 
tion. St. Clair had be«n ordered by" 
President Washington to establish a' 
malitary po&t at a point in Indiana 
where now is situated the city .of Ft 
Wayne. He was also ordered to sub- 
due the Indian tribes who had been 
committing- depredations in Ohio and 
Indiana ant! who had been, aided and 
urgod on. by the British. 


"Late on the evening of .November 


,". 17H1, General St. Clair, with an army 
of from 1,200 to 1,500 moa, composed 
of regulars and volunteers, or, as they 
were commonly called, militia, from 
Ohio and Keatncky, encamped on the 
banks of the Wabask river, It was a 
commanding- piece of ground with, the 
rivet- ia front The 
army WHS fa- 


tigued from a long .and laborious 
march and the mea w«it Into camp 
that nisfct without having fortified 
themselves.
